Four Aberdeen-Angus calves stood at the top of the boys’ and 
girls’ class, and the first of these was shown by Emma Hamilton, 
Brandon, and was the best calf and the grand champion steer of the 
show. This steer brought the record price of $3.00 a pound when 
he was sold to R. J. Speers, Winnipeg, who immediately put him 
into the sale again to be bought by the T. Eaton Co., Winnipeg, at 
$2.00 a pound. The

from $220 in prize 
money and various 
trophies which Em- 
ma Hamilton won, 
the steer netted her 
$2,820, the price 
paid by Mr. Speers.

There was some disappointment that only five carloads of cat- 
tle were shown, but the single entries of steers was well above the 
average. The outstanding feature of the boys’ and girls’ class was 
the high average right through and the good backs on them. 

May Smith had the reserve champion steer, which brought the 
second high price, selling to the Hudson Bay Co. at 90c a pound. 

: Record Attendance. 

During the week previous to the show there had been a heavy 
and unseasonable fall of snow, which made motor traffic almost 
impossible. Some fear had been felt that this would seriously dis-

Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. Burrows attended on Thursday. Hon. 
Albert Prefontaino was present for all the principal classes.

After 
selecting these 20 heifers we went out into another field where Mr. 
Escher had some older heifers and cows. We then undertook to 
select the best females from this older herd. The first one we se- 
lected was Edella, a 4 year old daughter of Earl Eric of Ballindal- 
loch, and from Imp. Edacity of the Dell. This cow was one of the 
finest individuals the breed has ever produced, and it took a lot of 
persuasion to get Mr. Escher to price her. His own words in de- 
scribing her after this purchase were as follows: 

‘della—the ton of beef, is a double bred Trojan Erica, of un- 
usual scale and quality. She has for her sire imported Earl Eric 


-of Ballindalloch who has been repeatedly pronounced the greatest 


Trojan Erica breeding bull in America. Her dam imported Kdacity 
of the Dell is the greatest female in our herd today, and she stood 
second to none but her own daughter Edella. We have prized the 
female descendants of imported Edacity of the Dell so highly that 
we have never before sold any of her daughters, but a thousand 
doliar bill did tempt us to part with Edella to the Hartley Stock 
Farm, but we regret that we let her go. 

Cattle were comparatively cheap at this time, and $1000 seem- 
ed a lot of money for one cow. Edella’s calves by Ensign of Glen- 
carnock however soon justified her purchase. Her second daugh- 
ter was Junior Champion at Chicago in 1919, and sold for $3950 
at the Chicago sale that year. Since that time Edella has produc- 
ed a whole family at Hartley Farm, many of them winners, and all

Elines. It was interesting to me to have Prof. Peters, head of the 
Animal Husbandry Department of the University of Minnesota 
come to the farm the other day to select 4 yearling heifers for the 
University herd. He ended up with selecting 2 of our Edellas and 
2 of our Elines, and he was as proud to get them as I was proud 
to send them to the University Farm herd. 

_ Now this is the story of two cows, and what two real founda- 
tion females can do for a herd. Men starting pure bred herds or 
adding to their herds already started, often hesitate about buying 
a good female they want because she goes for a little higher price 
than they figured on. As a matter of fact, when figured over 4 
period of years, it is hard to estimate the real value of a real foun- 
dation female. By keeping all the daughters of one cow in ten 
years, a man can have a whole herd from her. If she was a g 
one to start with and was mated with good bulls her whole herd or 
family will be good and of great value. While if she was a plain 
one to start with, the herd she founds will be the same as hersell. 
When a man ponders over such things as this, he cannot help but 
realize why Aberdeen-Angus breeders classify their families from 
the female side. There is a distinctiveness to families founded 
from the female side of the house that cannot be gotten to the same 
extent when founded from the male side.

, April 7th, Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, Washing- 
ton pe carte) /" shinmeenh of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 
what they believe to be the longest journey ever made by pure bred 
cattle from one point to another within the United States. 

The shipment in question consisted of 23 bred heifers and a 
pull consigned to the Joyceland Ranch & Game Preserve, Inc., of 
Quincy, F lorida. Originating in the most northwesterly state of 
the Union, traversing the whole of the United States, the shipment 
has as its destination the southern part of the most southeasterly 
a Joyceland Ranch & Game Preserve, Inc., owned by E. A. 
Inglis of Miami, and J. Judson Dean of Winchester, Mass., con- 
sists of 1,824 acres, all under fence, with numerous cross fences, 
producing in addition to pasture, forage crops for their Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and Poland China hogs. The ranch also produces an- 
nually a large crop of tobacco which is used for wrapping fine 
ee Inglis, who has been in the real estate and banking busi- 
ness at Miami for several years and before that time in Jackson- 
ville, first became interested in the Congdon & Battles herd of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle at the time of the Eastern States Exposition 
at Springfield, Mass., last September, where he looked over the 
show herd and gained an insight into the breeding methods which 
have been productive of such good results at Rosemere. 

Mr. Dean, who spends his winters aboard his yacht, the “Marci- 
dee,” in Miami waters, formerly owned the Cape Ann Tool Works 
at Pigeon Cove, Mass., and the Dean Forging Company at Muncie, 
Indiana, but has now retired. It may be of interest to know that 
Mr. Dean’s plant furnished part of the forgings used in Lindbergh’s 
plane, the “Spirit of St. Louis.” 

Since the show at Springfield, considerable correspondence has 
taken place, with the result that in February, a tentative order, 
which was later confirmed, was placed by Mr. Inglis, for a carload 
of bred heifers and one bull, the animals to be of the best of Rose- 
mere breeding and individuality. Naturally in placing their order 
so far away, the Joyceland owners were insistent that nothing but 
the best of quality should be included and with this in view the 
entire Rosemere herd of females was carefully gone over and final- 
ly some 30 odd heifers were selected as representing the top heif- 
ers in the herd. This number was gradually cut down and the day 
before the shipment started the final selections were made, with 


the result that the shipment consisted of as fine a lot of heifers 


as has ever been sent out by Congdon & Battles. 

The heifers are all granddaughters of Prizemere 9th and Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad, about evenly divided, and are bred to sons of Prize- 
mere 9th, with but three exceptions, one being bred to Killmere 3rd 
the highest priced Aberdeen-Angus bull sold at auction in 1927 and 
a son of the famous International Grand Champion cow Queen’s 
Viola K. One is bred to Edelike an outcross bull being used with 
good results on some of the most intensely bred Rosemere females 
and one to Epponian of Rosemere a son of Prizemere 5th and a 
grandson on the dam’s side of imported Epponia of Morlich. 

The bull Blackcapmere 45th, a double grandson of Prizemere 
9th, is a concentration of the blood of Meraman of Tierra Alta, 
Oakville Quiet Lad and Prizemere 9th. His pedigree carries three 
crosses of Meraman of Tierra Alta in the fourth generation and 
three crosses of Oakville Quiet Lad in the fifth generation and one 
in the fourth. It is about as desirable a pedigree as can be found in 
the herd and is typical of the breeding which has done so much for 


Rosemere in the past few years. His dam and grandam are cows 
which have been outstanding winners in the Congdon & Battles 
show herds for the last five or six years and his sire is one of the 
top breeding sons of Prizemere 9th. 

There is already established at “Joyceland,” which is the name 
by which it is familiarly known by its owners, a considerable herd 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus and this small but select shipment 
should do much towards adding to the quality which its owners are 
so anxious to attain. 

As indicated by its business name, the Joyceland Ranch and 
Game Preserve, Inc., in addition to its farming operations includes 
a game preserve abounding in quail, wild turkey, a few deer and 
occasionally bear, to say nothing of the thousands of squirrels and 
the fresh water fishing in Little River, a stream bordering Joyce- 
land for over a mile. 

The owners of Joyceland expect to develop there one of the 
country’s greatest herds of Aberdeen-Angus and the care which is 
being exercised in the selection of the foundation animals warrants 
the prediction that they will reach their goal.

E. Morris will give some facts about 
cattle feeding that have been demonstrated by the Minnesota car- 
load baby beef contests. 

A visit to the beef cattle barns and a barley-fed roast beef 
lunch at the College cafeteria will be enjoyed by all. P. A. Ander- 
son will discuss “What constitutes quality in beef” and will illus- 
trate his discussion by the actual specimens arranged in retail cuts. 
Market representatives will talk about some of the factors determ- 
ining the market price of beef cattle and Mr. Bohstedt of Wiscon- 
sin University will tell of some of the practices that affect profits 
in beef cattle feeding. Mr. Bohstedt was formerly with the Ohio 
Experiment Station. 

There are a lot of other interesting and worth while projects 
under way that every cattle man in the country will be pleased to 
know about. So arrange to be present. Chief Peters will be glad 
to see you. While the demonstration this season was made with 
animals representing a contemporary breed the Journal is pleased 
to have an opportunity to urge all feeders to be present and to 
gather all the information possible for their own good.

FOR CROSSING PURPOSES. 

Since the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is now reaching a multitude 
of readers who grow the average kind of farm cattle it would seem 
that a few words of encouragement in the way of suggesting a 
better class of cattle for these farms might not be out of order. 
There is perhaps no one thing that attracts the feeder buyers or 
the packer buyers either for that matter than uniformity in the 
type and color of an offering. It matters not what sort of cow 
stuff you may have on your farm, the use of a good typey Aber- 
deen-Angus bull will attend to the matter of fixing the color. The 
use of this same bull will also do away with that mean job of de- 
horning that you now have to contend with, and again the use of 
this same bull will do much toward producing a uniform lot of 
calves. The retention of the best heifers from these cows and the 
mating of these heifers to another Aberdeen-Angus bull of equal 
merit or even better will prove to be a near miracle in the improve- 
ment of your cattle.

REPLACEMENT IS NO LONGER MERELY 
A MATTER OF PLACING AN ORDER. 

Under the caption “Feverish Quest for Feeders” Mr. James §. 
Poole, Market Editor for the Producer tells us in the April issue 
of that publication that the clamor for cattle has been insistent 
right along, at prices around $2.50 per hundredweight higher than 
a year ago. Feeders have paid $12.00 to $12.50, and even $12.60, 
for fleshy steers adapted to a short turn on corn, and stockers have 
been ready sale at prices ranging from $9.00 to $12.00 per hundred. 
weight, according to what they are. Below the $10.00 line the buy- 
er gets ‘nothing much’. If statistics concerning the market output 
are reliable, replacement has been on a larger scale than during 
the correspending period of 1927; but such figures are notoriously 
deceptive, and in this instance do not record an increased move- 
ment, as direct shipment from trans-Missouri grass to corn belt 
feed lots and eastern pastures has been diminutive, whereas a year 
ago it was heavy. At that time buyers were scouring the entire 
western country in quest of cattle, and getting results; under pres- 
ent conditions, such expeditions do not justify travel expenditures. 

Fewer fleshy feeders have gone out, for several reasons, a 
packers have, with rare exceptions, been hungry for any kind of a 
light steer priced below $12.00, provided it could hang up a decent- 
ly covered carcass. This, coupled with high initial cost anda 
droopy fat cattle market, plus a rising corn market, has restrained 
buying ardor. Demand has centered on light cattle weighing 500 
to 700 pounds, and these have gone over market scales with such 
alacrity that an accumulation in dealers’ hands has been impos- 
sible. The whole region east of Chicago, with its countless mil- 
lions of acres of grass, has been an avid purchaser of anything 
wearing a hide, capable of taking care of that crop, now at the ap- 
pearance stage. Demand for grazing cattle has been emphasized 
by a rapidly expanding sweet-clover area, this crop being avail- 
able only for that purpose. Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, and states 
further east have been big buyers at Chicago, and, owing to cattle 
scarcity there, have had to go further west to satisfy their needs. 
Kentucky, Wisconsin, and Missouri are also in the market. De 
mand from killing sources for cows and heifers has all but shut the 
stocker man out of that competition. 

Mineral Point, Wisconsin, pasture men had secured but a small 
proportion of their quota of summer cattle up to April 1st, and had 
paid anywhere from $11.50 to $12.50 per hundredweight. It 1s 
probable that they will have an opportunity this season to give 
their pastures a rest. Similar conditions exist everywhere grass 
grows.

the trouble is parasitic. 

A common report is heard that the ewes 
snort and sneeze a great deal and that there 
is some noticeable discharge from the nose. 
Occasionally one will be seen standing still 
in one place for hours and with no apparent 
interest in her surroundings even refusing 
to eat. Now and then one is reported as 
standing with its head pressed against the 
wall or one that walks in a circle, or at 
least holds its head to one side as it walks. 
Sheep men sometimes call these animals 
“dummies” and the name seems to fit quite 
well for they act very queer in many cases. 
Some of these animals eat more or less and 
drink at least enough to keep alive so the 
owner or caretaker especially if inexper- 
ienced with sheep is quite at a loss to un- 
derstand the cause of the trouble. Food 
poisoning is the most frequently suspected 
cause of it especially if any silage has been 


about a little. This irritates the tender tis- 
sues lining the upper nostrils and causes 
copious nasal discharge in some individuals 
or perhaps sneezing in an effort to dislodge 
the irritating larvae in others. In a few 
cases these larvae will have caused enough 
irritation to result in an abscess or may be 
so high in the nasal passages as to involve 
the lower lobes of the brain which accounts 
for the extreme nervous symptoms we 
sometimes see in affected individuals and 
the occasional deaths that it causes. 

In event a sheep does die if the head is 
removed and split in two parts with a saw 
used from tip of nose to top of head the 
nostrils will be laid open lengthwise. This 
will often reveal in the spaces between the 
bones a worm-like body yellowish gray in 
color and from the size of a wheat grain to 
as big as an oat which is one of the several 
larvae that have been irritating the sheep.

J. C. Donaldson, president of the Manito- 
ba Winter Fair; J. R. Bell, Live Stock Com- 
missioner; Harry Leader, president of the 
Canadian Aberdeen- Angus Association; 
John Lowe, Ontario, all responded to toasts. 
At the conclusion of the dinner, Kenneth 
McGregor sounded a very optimistic note in 
regard to the beef cattle industry and con- 
sequently in the pure bred business. 

J. D. McGregor stated that in the past 
year he had shipped 125 cattle to the United 
States and had bought as many more in 
Canada. He estimated his cattle are worth 
$100 a head more today than a year ago.

At the election of 
officers J. D. McGregor, Brandon, and 
James Bowman, Guelph, Ontario, were re- 
appointed honorary presidents. F. H. Reed, 
superintendent of the Lacombe Experiment- 
al Farm, who has developed one of the best 
herds in Western Canada, was appointed 
president of the association in recognition 
of his splendid efforts in behalf of the 
breed. John R. Hume, the well-known breed- 
er from Souris, Manitoba, was elected vice- 
president. F. W. Crawford was re-elected 
secretary. : ’ 

Harry Leader, retiring president, presided 
over the meeting and one of the chief points 
under discussion, was the rescinding of a 
motion passed at the last annual meeting, 
censuring to a certain degree, the Western 
Canadian Live Stock Union. The motion 
was unanimously rescinded although some 
of the members expressed themselves as be- 
ing still of the same mind as last year when 
the motion was passed. It was decided to 
continue membership to the Union, but the 
meeting resolved not to pay expenses of a 
delegate to the annual meeting of the 
Union.

It is true 
that many are 
prone to criticise 
and quickly jump 
to the conclusion 
that the pure 
bred game is the 
rich man’s hobby 
and being the 
hobby of a rich 
man is a detri- 
ment to the in- 
dustry. Such con- 
clusions are not 
founded on broad 
and sound rea- 
soning. The large 
breeders must 
represent our he- 
ros with the big 
shove but we 
must have an ag- 
gregate of small 
breeders. Accord- 
ing to the writ- 
er’s judgment, 
the opportunity 
of buildinga 
pure bred stud or 
herd was never 
better. Good 
quality plus a de- 
sirable pedigree 
has never been 
cheaper when compared with other agricul- 
ture commodities. The man who will purchase 
a few choice draft mares, good beef cows or 
sows, cannot help but be successful from 
purely an economical standpoint, provided 
he will care for them. Educators in the 
past have rightly emphasized the use of 
pure bred sires. The use of pure bred sires 
has been considered by the animal husban- 
dry fraternity as the part pure breds should 
play from a commercial standpoint. This 
is not true at the present. Pure bred mares 
and beef cows can be bought so near their 
commercial value that the constructive 
farmer cannot afford to pass them by. This 
will not be true long but it is true and has 
been true for 1927. Perhaps we need farm 
legislation but we need thinking farmers 
more. The first may aid the second but the 
first without the second is useless. The 
farmers who are using pure bred sires and 
mating them on mongrel females are not 
using their heads. I realize that if all farm- 
ers would engage in trying a few good pure 
bred females this opportunity would be less 
but one need not worry about the masses, 
the masses never have and never will lead 
in making money, establishing new ideas or 
raising the standards of an industry. 

The question of a sire at once arises in a

Farm Flock during Summer Months 


With the advent of warm weather many 
difficulties become apparent in the manage- 
ment of the farm flock which, if neglected, 
may cause serious trouble to the stock. 
Many times the young chicks are fed prop- 
erly until they reach the age of around 8 to 
10 weeks. Then during the summer months 
they are neglected due to the fact that pro- 
ducers are of the opinion that they do not 
require careful attention during these 
months. 

If one is to grow healthy, vigorous stock 
it is absolutely essential to take all precau- 
tions regarding the management during the 
summer months. First of all, it should be 
remembered that young stock should be sep- 
arated with regard to sex. The cockerels 
should either be marketed as broilers or, if 
retained, should be given an adequate sup- 
ply of feed so that they will develop into 
roasting chickens by 
early fall. One should 
always be on the look- 
out for those  out- 
standing _ individuals 
which will make good 
breeding stock for the 
coming season. 
Fattening Cockerels 

on the Farm. 

Unless one has a 
local market it does 
not pay to fatten 
cockerels on the farm 
on an _ intensified 
scale. Very often the 
added weight is lost 
intransitdueto 
shrinkage. 

Fattening poultry 
is, in itself, an art 
and must be under- 
stood if one is to be 
successful. The aver- 
age equipment on the 
general farm does not 
permit fattening to 
any great extent. Pen fattening of cock- 
erels can be practiced with a greater degree 
of satisfaction. However, it requires some 
careful management. 

Developing Pullets. 

When the pullets are separated from the 
cockerels they should be placed in areas 
large enough to give these birds adequate 
range. One should be careful to see that 
this stock is not placed upon contaminated 
soil or areas that have been infested in past 
years unless this ground has been limed and 
plowed. 

Pullets of the same age should be placed 
together rather than to have a number of 
different ages in one lot because the older 
birds take advantage of the young stock 
and often times do not give them a chance 
to obtain a sufficient quantity of feed. 

One of the common faults to be found 
with the summer development of pullets is

and these feeders

lets; that is, after the 
stock has come into 
the lay they may k 
checked for some rea- 
son or other as fa 
as egg production is 
concerned and go into 
a partial molt. We 
have found that it is 
a good plan to ge 
pullets into their win- 
ter quarters befor 
the large percentage 
of them have started 
to lay. This has pre- 
vented partial molt in 
many cases. 

One should also k 
careful in feeding 
stock to see that pul- 
lets are not developed 
too quickly. The first 
organs to reach ma 
turity, as a general 
rule, are the repro- 
ductive organs. This 
oftentimes causes the 


pullet to start laying before her entire body 
has reached full development and this fact 
may cause some difficulty from the stand- 


point of molt. 


It is a good plan to feed a certain amount 
of scratch feed during the summer months 
in order to prevent too rapid growth. 

The writer is acquainted with an instance 


where a producer had 215 cockerels, 90 of 
which were in one pen and which, by No 
vember, had reached complete maturity 
while in the remaining pen of 125 birds they 
were only two-thirds developed. Upon i- 
vestigating the feeding practices it was 
found that the 125 cockerels which were 
only two-thirds fully developed had receivel 
an excess of scratch feed. This illustrates 
clearly that it is important to balance the 
feed from the standpoint of scratch an 
mash and that one can control, to a certall 
degree, the development of the stock by the 
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seratch feed given to the birds.

“ y Bey where there is evidence of 
worm infestation from the standpoint of 
poth old and young stock it is a good plan 
to worm the young birds after they reach 
an age of about 10 to 12 weeks. Specific 
or individual treatment is to be recommend- 
ed rather than a collective treatment—that 
is, the placing of materials in drinking wat- 
er or mash—because this is not a satisfact- 
ory method of treatment. In collective 
treatments, as a general rule, the bird that 
requires the treatment most gets the least
